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There is one display technique being developed into a fine art in 
Europe which I feel has immense possibilities and which I rather believe 
is being overlooked by American displaymen. That is the use of the 
display blowup. Of course photo-blowups are by no means new in America, 
particularly in exhibit display where they have been used very well 
indeed in the past. Some years ago they were much in evidence in 
retail windows, also, after which their use declined for a period and 
started to rise again only recently. But where they have appeared in 
display windows they usually have been used with little imagination or 
realization of their potentialities. 


Let's look for a moment at how some of the European displaymen are 
employing blowups. Take, for instance, the picture at the top of page 
76 in the September issue of DISPLAY WORLD. Here a Swiss displayman has 
combined a cut-out of a section of stone wall with cut-out blowups of 
bathing beauties wearing actual swim suits padded to give dimension; the 
result is a novel and refreshingly different window. Or look at the 
"Promotion Italia" photographs on page 40 of the same issue, and the 
"Paris Week" pictures in the copy you are reading now. Note how cut-out 
blowups are used with other blowups for an impression of great depth and 
naturalness for the settings. The effect is charming and new --if any- 
thing in display can truly be called "new." Others have photographed 
models in poses especially adapted for the display in mind and posed 
them as cutouts as if inspecting the merchandise shown, or peering into 
Simulated show windows within the actual window. 


It seems to me that American displaymen might re-examine the 
possibilities of the blowup to considerable advantage--always remembering 
that it is the imaginativeness with which it is used that counts... 


lI would like to call your attention particularly to the cover 
illustration of this issue. For some time we have not been satisfied 
with the full-color reproduction on our covers, and as a result we made 
arrangements a few months ago to have the necessary engravings made at 
considerably higher cost but in a way which will faithfully reproduce 
the subject. This month's cover is the first under the new arrangement, 
and those in the future will be equally attractive. 


Which leads to a question frequently asked us: "Why don't you show 
all--or at least part --of your illustrations in full color?" The 
question is a logical one, since color is so vitally important in 
display. Furthermore, there is nothing we would rather do. You can 
learn the reason why we don't simply by calling any local engraving firm 
and asking for a quotation on a set of four-color plates. Most of you 
know, Il am sure, that to obtain full-color reproduction four separate 
engravings are necessary -- one for the yellow, one for red, one for blue, 
and one for black. Making them is a highly intricate operation and the 
cost for a single set of plates runs into quite a few hundred dollars. 
In other words, the cost for even relatively small-scale full-color 
reproduction in DISPLAY WORLD is simply prohibitive. 


While on this subject of color, frequently we receive color

them for possible cover use without considering 
whether or not they will fit the cover propor- 
tions. For instance, vertical photographs can 
never be used because the cover requires a 
horizontal or landscape illustration. Also long, 
narrow displays are not acceptable because they 
would leave large, unsightly barren spaces above 
and below the illustration; hence, displays used 
on the cover must have height interest. And by 
all means send the color transparency, not a 
color print. These are points you might 1ike to 
keep in mind if you are thinking of sending in a 
possible cover illustration. Something else to 
remember is that it is necessary to work well in 
advance on covers. For example, as this is 
written (September 1) the cover plates for 
DISPLAY WORLD'S January issue -- published on 
December 20 -- are already in work... 


The importance to a store of good signing 
san hardly be over-emphasized. Good signs can 
direct, inform, sell by themselves or provide the 
sales person with verbal ammunition to complete 
the sale. But the copy that goes on them must be 
weighed with care. For a classic example of how 
reactions can be influenced by stating the same 
thing in two different ways, take the case of the 
sultan who asked a prophet what was in store for 
him. He replied, "Sire, you will live to see all 
your family dead" -- and was promptly executed 
by the irate ruler. A week later the sultan 
asked another soothsayer the same question. The 
answer was, "Majesty, you are blessed with long 
life; you will outlive all your family" -- 
whereupon the sultan rewarded the prophet with 
gold and jewels. Words are powerful; it is not 
only what the sign says, but how it says it...
